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REPORT. 


During the month of January 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popu- 
lations of over 30,000, the births of 3946 living children, of whom 2016 were male 
and 1930 female. The male children are 184 more than in the previous month, but 
are 282 fewer than in January 1917. The female children are 189 more than in 
the previous month, but 305 fewer than in January 1917. The total children are 
373 more than in the previous month, 226 more than the mean of the numbers for 
the three preceding months, but 587 fewer than in January 1917. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 19°3 per thousand, being 1°8 above that for the previous 
‘month, 0°9 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, but 2°9 
below that for January 1917. In the individual towns the birth-rate ranged from 
29-8 in Coatbridge, 26°5 in Clydebank, and 25:8 in Motherwell, to 13:3 in Edinburgh, 
and 13°5 in Falkirk and in Ayr. In Hamilton it was 24°4; in Greenock, 23°3 ; in 
Leith, 21°8; in Glasgow, 21°2; in Paisley, 19:5; in Aberdeen, 18:0; in Kirkcaldy, 
17:9 ; in Perth and in Kilmarnock, 15:0 ; and in Dundee, 14:2. 

Of the 3946 children whose births were registered, 3621, or 91°8 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 325, or 8°2 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 4 fewer than in the previous month, and 9 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, but are 1 more than in January 1917. 
The illegitimate rate is 1:0 below that for the previous month, and 0°8 below the mean 
of the rates for the three preceding months, but is 1} above that for January 1917. 
In the towns taken individually this rate ranged from 14:1 in Edinburgh, 11°5 in 
Aberdeen, and 11:1 in Perth, to 1:2 in Hamilton, 1:8 in Clydebank, and 2°1 in 
Kilmarnock. In Falkirk it was 9°8; in Glasgow, 8:5; in Kirkcaldy, 8-2; in 
Dundee, 7'7; in Paisley, 7:4; in Coatbridge, 6°2; in Leith, 5:8; in Ayr, 5:0; in 
Greenock, 3°8; and in Motherwell, 3:3. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 2150. They are 223 more than 
in the previous month, 566 more than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding 
months, and 6 more than in January 1917. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 
10°5 per thousand, being 1*1 above that for the previous month, 2°7 above. the mean 
~ of the rates for the three preceding months, but the same asin January 1917. Inthe 
individual towns the marriage-rate ranged from 11°9 in Kilmarnock, 11:7 in Perth, and 
11-5 in Edinburgh, to 5:8 in Coatbridge, 7:0 in Motherwell, and 8°6 in Falkirk. In 
Glasgow it was 11:2; in Aberdeen, 10°5 ; in Leith, 10°3; in Paisley, 9°8 ; in Dundee, 
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in Hamilton and in Clydebank, 9:2; in Kirkcaldy and in Ayr, 9°1; and in 


Greenock, 8°7. 
Deaths registered in these towns numbered 3422, of which 1707 were of males, 


and 1715 of females. These deaths include those of 300 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 196 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 104, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 3318. This number is 467 more 
than in the previous month, and 759 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, but is 425 fewer than in January 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 16°2 per thousand, being 2°2 above 
that for the previous month, and 3°5 above the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, but 2°1 below that for January 1917. In the towns taken 
individually this rate ranged from 28°9 in Greenock, 24°6 in Coatbridge, and 20°4 
in Perth, to 11:0 in Clydebank, 11°8 in Motherwell, and 11:9 in Hamilton. In 
Dundee it was 180; in Kirkcaldy,-17°9 ; in Kilmarnock, 16°3; in Paisley, 16°2; in 
Ayr, 15°9; in Edinburgh, 15°8; in Glasgow, 15°6; in Falkirk, 15°5; in Aberdeen, 
14°8; and in Leith, 14:2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 508. They are 7 fewer 
than in the previous month, but are 57 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 103 fewer than in January 1917. They are equal to an 
infantile mortality rate of 124 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate 
is the same as in the previous month, 15 more than the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and 5 fewer than that for January 1917. In the towns taken 
individually this rate ranged from 372 in Perth, 256 in Greenock, and 203 in 
Kirkealdy, to 75 in Edinburgh, 82 in Leith, and 84 in Hamilton. In Dundee it was 
202; in Coatbridge, 176; in Aberdeen, 135; in Ayr, 123; in Paisley, 120; in 
Clydebank, 111; in Glasgow, 110; in Kilmarnock, 109; in Falkirk, 100; and in 
Motherwell, 87. | 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 268, and included 2 
from enteric fever, 105 from measies, 55 of which were registered in Greenock, 6 
from scarlet fever, 79 from whooping-cough, 32 from diphtheria, and 44 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. ‘These deaths collectively are 40 more than in the previous 
month, 59 more than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months, and 
31 more than in January 1917. Compared with the numbers for the previous 
month, deaths from measles are 41 more, and from whooping-cough 25 more, but 
those from the diarrhceas of childhood are 1 fewer, from scarlet fever 2 fewer, from 
enteric fever 5 fewer, and from diphtheria 18 fewer. The monthly death-rate from 
this cause was 1°3 per thousand, being 0:2 above that for the previous month, 0°3 
above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°1 above that for 
January 1917. This rate ranged from 9:7 in Greenock and 6°9 in Coatbridge, due 
in both cases to the prevalence of measles, to 0'0 in Leith, and 0°3 in Hamilton and 
in Falkirk. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 355, being 61 more than in the previous 
month. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 362, being 132 more than in the previous 
month. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 364, of which 245 were ascribed 
to phthisis, The former are 22 more than in the previous month, but 37 fewer 
than in January 1917. The latter are 16 more than

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Hight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 


Meteorological Society. 


JANUARY 1918. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°786 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-082 in. 

Mean temperature, 36°'3 ; less by 1°°8., 

Mean daily range of temperature, 9°°6; greater by 0°°7. 

Rain, number of days, 19; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°62; greater by 0°58 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 2 days’ excess of winds from N.W. 

Hence the month was characterised by a rather low mean pressure; a low mean 
temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a somewhat high mean rainfall ; 
and an excess of north-westerly winds. 

After anticyclonic conditions during the first two or three days pressure 
distribution was irregular and very variable until 20th, when a decided south- 
westerly type became established. The mean for the month was 29°786 in., or 
0-082 in. below the normal. At Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 
Ist to Sth, from 25th to 27th, and from 29th to 31st, the extremes there being 
30°56 in. on morning of 3rd and 29°11 in. on evening of 20th. 

As regards temperature conditions, the month fell sharply into two distinct 
periods. Una 18th there was a great deal of exceptionally cold weather in all 
parts of our Islands, with frequent winds from north and north-west, whilst from 
20th onwards southerly to south-westerly winds and very mild conditions prevailed. 
During the first few days it was colder in England than in Scotland. The coldest 
days were very generally the 7th or 8th, and the coldest nights about a week later, 
when readings in screen below zero were reported. Thus on night of 13th— Lath 
West Linton registered — 3°; on that and the following night, Eskdalemuir eee 
and on 15th— 16th, Bucklyvie — 2°, these being the lowest readings in Scotland in 
January since 1910. The mean temperature of the week ending 19th was in various 
districts 12° or 14° below the normal. The 24th was in general the warmest day, 
and during the last week of the month the nights were unusually mild. For the 
chief towns the mean was 36°:3, or 1°°8 below the normal; the days were 1°°5 and 
the nights 2°:2 below their respective averages; and the extremes were 53° at Leith 
on 24th, and 1° at Perth on 16th. 

Until 6th there was but little snow or rain, whilst from 6th to 19th frequent 
and considerable precipitation was practically all in the form of snow. From 20th 
to 25th rain was more or less general,—as much as 1°57 in. at Greenock on 25th ; 
and from 26th to 28th there were heavy rains towards the north-west,—as much as 
2°16 in. at Fort William on 28th. Most eastern districts were rainless or all but 
so from 24th onwards. Aggregates were here and there below the normal,—as at 
Lednathie and Fort William; but in general there was a moderate to decided excess. 
The mean for the chief towns’ was 3:62 in., or 19 per cent. above the normal. 

With a strong northerly wind or gale a severe snowstorm developed on night of 
6th in many districts, with further heavy falls towards the north on 7th and 8th. 
After a partial thaw on 9th and 10th, another snowstorm was general on 11th, with 
some further heavy falls for some days thereafter. Early on 18th snow commenced 
to fall at Edinburgh and elsewhere; and at Edinburgh a continuous twenty-four 
hours’ fall gave a final depth of 10 to 12 inches. On 7th and 8th in various districts 
there was practically a blizzard; in Orkney on 13th with a north-westerly gale there 
were snow drifts 6 feet in depth; and on various days railway traffic in the far 
north was blocked. With mild conditions after 19th the snow quickly disappeared. 
From 24th to 26th winds from §.S.W. reached gale force. 

Sunshine amounts were as a rule deficient, though above the normal at Edinburgh 
and Glasgow. From 20th to 24th there was much fog. 

Aurora was observed at Paisley on 1st; here and eke on 15th, somewhat widely 
on 30th; and here and there on 31st.

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REPORT. 


During the month of February 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popu- 
lations of over 30,000, the births of 3478 living children, of whom 1764 were males 
and 1714 females. The male children are 252 fewer than in the previous month, and 
253 fewer than in February 1917. The female children are 216 fewer than in 
the previous month, and 144 fewer than in February 1917. The total children are 
468 fewer than in the previous month, 224 fewer than the mean for the three pre- 
ceding months, and 397 fewer than in February 1917. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate is 18°9 per thousand, being 0°4 below that for the previous month, and 2°1 
below that for February 1917, but 0°6 above the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months. In the individual towns the birth-rate ranged from 28°4 in 
Coatbridge, 26°3 in Hamilton, and 25°6 in Greenock, to 11:1 in Perth, 13*1 in Edin- 
burgh, and 14:4 in Dundee. In Motherwell it was 24°5; in Falkirk, 21°9; in Kil- 
marnock, 21:5; in Glasgow, 20°8; in Clydebank, 20:2; in Paisley, 20-1 ; in Kirk- 
caldy, 17°9; in Ayr, 15°3; in Aberdeen, 15:1; and in Leith, 14:9. 

Of the 3478 children whose births were registered, 3198, or 91:9 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 280, or 81 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 45 fewer than in the previous month, 47 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 54 fewer than in February 1917. 
The illegitimate rate is 0-1 below that for the previous month, 0°7 below the mean 
of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°5 below that for February 1917. 
In the towns taken individually this rate ranged from 16°7 in Perth, 15:7 in Aber- 
deen, and 12°2 in Edinburgh, to 1°3 in Greenock, 1°6 in Kilmarnock, and 2°7 in 
. Clydebank. In Leith it was 10°5 ; in Dundee and in Falkirk, 10:0; in Kirkcaldy, 
9-1; in Glasgow, 7°7; in Ayr, 7°3; in Paisley and in Motherwell, 5:1; in Coat- 
bridge, 4:1; and in Hamilton, 3°8. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1411. They are 739 fewer than 
in the previous month, 376 fewer than the mean for the three preceding months, but 
237 more than in February 1917. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7:6 per 
thousand, being 2°9 below that for the previous month, and 1:2 below the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, but 1:2 above that for February 1917. In 
the individual towns this rate ranged from 10°3 in Edinburgh, 10°1 in Ayr, and 8°6 in 
Aberdeen, to 2°4 in Clydebank, 3°6 in Kirkcaldy, and 4:4 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow 
it was 8°3; in Falkirk, 6°6 ; in Motherwell, 6°5; in Paisley, 6:3; in Perth, 5:9; in 
Dundee, 5°7; in Leith, 5°3 ; in Greenock and in Hamilton, 4°9; and in Kilmar- 
nock, 4°5. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2653, of which 1332 were of males, 
and 1321 of females. These deaths include those of 248 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 174 
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who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or | 
Siero! these saan aa the difference, 74, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 2579. This number is 738 fewer 
than in the previous month, 273 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 893 fewer than in February 1917. | 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, was 14:0 per thousand, being 2'2 below 
that for the previous month, 0°1 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding 
months, and 4°8 below that for February 1917. In the individual towns this rate 
ranged from 19°8 in Ayr, 18°6 in Greenock, and 18°] in Perth, to 10:2 in Falkirk, 
11:4 in Kilmarnock, and 11:8 in Motherwell. In Coatbridge it was 16°45; in 
Dundee, 15:5; in Aberdeen, 14°7 ; in Hamilton, 14:1; in Glasgow and in Edinburgh, 
13:5 ; in Leith and in Kirkcaldy, 13°3; in Paisley, 12°7; and in Clydebank, 12°4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 397. They are 111 fewer 
than in the previous month, 84 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 132 fewer than in February 1917. They are equal to an 
infantile mortality rate of 110 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate 
is 14 below that for the previous month, 7 below the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, and 14 below that for February 1917. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 200 in Kilmarnock, 167 in Aberdeen, and 151 in Green- 
ock, to 22 in Falkirk, 57 in Clydebank, and 59 in Edinburgh. In Motherwell it was 
145; in Dundee, 137; in Perth, 185; in Coatbridge, 130; in Glasgow, 112; in 
Kirkcaldy, 98 ; in Hamilton, 93; in Ayr, 82; in Paisley, 75 ; and in Leith, 67. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 210, and included 3 
from enteric fever, 63 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 79 from whooping-cough, 
29 from diphtheria, and 32 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 58 fewer than in the previous month, 12 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 38 fewer than in February 1917. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from enteric fever are 
1 more, and those from whooping-cough number the same, but those from scarlet 
fever are 2 fewer, from diphtheria 3 fewer, from the diarrhceas of childhood 12 
fewer, and from measles 42 fewer. The monthly death-rate from these causes was 
11 per thousand, being 0:2 below the rates for the previous month and for 
February 1917, but the same as the mean of the rates for the three preceding 
months. This rate ranged from 4°6 in Greenock, where measles was prevalent, 3:0 
in Hamilton, and 2°2 in Motherwell and in Ayr, to 0 in Falkirk and 0:2 in Leith. 
In addition to above one death was registered in Glasgow from typhus fever. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 255, being 100 fewer than in the previous 
ae Deaths from bronchitis numbered 186, being 176 fewer than.in the previous 
month. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 315, of which 212 were ascribed 
to phthisis. The former are 49 fewer than in the previous month, and 155 fewer 


than in February 1917. The latter are 33 fewer than in the previous month, and 
122 fewer than in February 1917.

Hence the month was characterised by a rather high mean pressure ; an abnor- 
mally high mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; a high mean rainfall ; 
and a large excess of southerly and south-westerly winds. 

Pressure distribution was mainly favourable to winds from between south and 
west, except at times during the third week and on 27th and 28th. Fluctuations 
during the last few days were unusually large. The mean for the month was 29-908 
in., or 0:065 in. above the normal. At Leith, at sea-level, the extreme readings were 
30°62 in. on morning of 25th, and 29°37 in. on morning of 9th. 

The very mild southerly to south-westerly type of weather which had set in 
about 20th January persisted with but slight interruptions until almost the end of 
February, and the first ten or twelve days of the month were exceptionally mild. 


Around 2nd very high temperatures occurred towards the north-west, as high as 58° 


at Fort Augustus, and for the week ending 2nd the mean temperature at Glencarron 
was as much as 13°°6 above the normal. On various days during the third week 


. there was a colder current from east and south-east, but very mild conditions again 


became dominant until 27th, when cold winds, at first from W.N.W. and then 
from north, caused a decided fall of temperature. Highest readings occurred as a 
rule on. 23rd (61° at Aberdeen) and lowest on 28th, but for the chief towns the 
minimum recorded was 27° at Perth on Ist. As regards the chief towns the mean 
temperature of the month (42°°8 or 4°°2 above the normal) was equalled in 1914, and 
a milder February has been recorded during the last sixty years only in 1903 (43°°3), 
and in 1882 (43°°7). The days were 3°:2 and the nights 5°:2 above their respective 
averages, and the mean night temperature was the highest hitherto recorded in 
February. 

The month’s rainfall was moderate in the east, except in the Lothians, and 
deficient in the north-east. Jilsewhere there was a considerable excess, amounting to 
at least 70 or 80 per cent. over large areas in the west and north-west. At Glen- 
quoich (19°92 in.) the month was the second wettest February during the last forty 
years, and has been exceeded in wetness only in 1903 (21°35 in.). At Crieff and 
Killin there was precipitation on every day of the month, and in the wet areas 
generally only three or four completely dry days. Until 12th conditions were 
generally wet except towards north-east, and between 15th and 26th some consider- 
able falls occurred, more than 24 in. at Gruline (Mull) on 17th, and at Killin on 
21st. At Glenquoich as much as 3°10 in. fell on 23rd, following a total of nearly 
4 in. for the two preceding days. At Aberdeen the month’s small total of 1:27 in. 
was largely accounted for by moderate falls on 12th, 16th and 28th. The mean for 
the chief towns was 4°18 in., or 56 per cent. above the normal: ). * 

Winds were as a rule strong and squally, with a gale from south-east in some 
districts on 15th, and stormy south-westerly to westerly conditions from 21st to 27th. 
There was a good deal of snow around 21st, and on night of 27th a fierce northerly 
wind set in. On the forenoon of 28th snow fell heavily in eastern, inland, and 
northern districts, and a gale was general. Many trees were blown down, snow fell 
in places to a depth of 6 in., and in some districts there was much drifting to a depth 
of several feet. 

Thunderstorms were reported from one or two points towards the north and 
west around 9th, and on 27th or 28th. 

Sunshine was deficient ; fog occurred around the middle of the month; and at 
Aberdeen practically no sunshine was registered from 12th to 19th. 


Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 9th, 10th and 11th; the display of 9th was 
fairly widely observed.

During the month of March 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popu- 
lations of over 30,000, the births of 3792 living children, of whom 1944 were males 
and 1848 females. The male children are 180 more than in the previous month, but 
264 fewer than in March 1917. The female children are 134 more than in the 
previous month, but 227 fewer than in March 1917, The total children are 314 
more than in the previous month, and 126°*more than the mean of the numbers for 
the three preceding months, but are 491 fewer than in March 1917. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 18°6 per thousand, being 0°3 below that for the previous 
month, and the same as the mean of the rates for the three preceding monthy, 
but 2°4 below that for March 1917. In the individual towns the birth-rate ranged 
from 29:0 in Coatbridge, 28°5 in Hamilton, and 26°3 in Clydebank, to 12:3 in 
Perth, 14:0 in Edinburgh, and 141 in Dundee. In Motherwell it was 25:5; in 
Greenock, 25:3; in Glasgow, 19°9; in Paisley, 18:3; in Falkirk, 18:2; in Leith,

The illegitimate 
rate is the same as in the previous month, and 0°4 below the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, but-is 0°2 above that for March 1917, In the individual 
fowns this rate ranged from 160 in Kirkcaldy, 12-8 in Edinburgh, and 12°5 in Ayr, 
to 1:0 in Hamilton, 3°3 in Motherwell, and 3°6 in Coatbridge.

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1554, They are 143 more than 
in the previous month, 275 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three pre- 
ceding months, and 375 more than in March 1917. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate is 7°6 per thousand, being the same as in the previous month, 1°6 
below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 1°8 above that for 
March 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 10:2 in Edinburgh, 8°8 
in Aberdeen, and 8°7 in Perth, to 3:0 in Falkirk, 3:4 in Clydebank, and 3°7 in 
Coatbridge. In Glasgow it was 7°7 ; in Leith, 7°5 ; in Dundee, 7:4; in Kilmarnock 
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6-9; in Kirkcaldy, 6°7; in Paisley, 66; in Ayr, 64; in Hamilton, 5:9; in 
Greenock, 5:2; and in Motherwell, 4:2. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2941, of which 1511 were of males, 
and 1430 of females. These deaths include those of 260 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 187 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 73, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 2868, This number is 288 more 
than in the previous month, but 48 fewer than the mean for the three preceding 
months, and 637 fewer than in March 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, was 14°0 per thousand, being the same 
as in the previous month, but 0°7 below the mean of the rates for the three pre- 
ceding months, and 3:2 below that for March 1917. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 17:4 in Greenock, 169 in Ayr, and 16°3 in Hamilton and 
in Kilmarnock, to 10°4 in Motherwell, 11°6 in Coatbridge, and 11‘7 in Clydebank. 
In Dundee, it was 15°9; in Leith, 15°6; in Aberdeen, 14:6; in Glasgow, 14:3; 
in Falkirk, 13°5; in Perth, 13:0; in Paisley, 12:1; in Kirkealdy, 12:0; and in 
Edinburgh 11°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 401. They are 4 more 
than in the previous month, but are 72 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 210 fewer than in March 1917 They are equal to 
an infantile mortality rate of 101 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate 
is 9 below that for the previous month, 18 below the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and 30 below that for March 1917. In the individual 
towns this rate ranged from 160 in Dundee and in Falkirk, and 154 in Ayr, to 49 
in Paisley and in Perth, and 54 in Motherwell. In Kirkcaldy it was 145 ; in Clyde- 
bank, 135; in Leith, 122; in Aberdeen, 104 ; in Greenock, 103; in Glasgow, 99 : 
in Kilmarnock, 89 ; in Coatbridge, 88 ; in Edinburgh, 85; and in Hamilton, 71. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 225, and included 5 
from enteric fever, 63 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 96 from whooping-cough, 
27 from diphtheria, and 30 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 15 more than in the previous month, but are 10 fewer than the mean 
of the numbers for the three preceding months, and 136 fewer than in March 
1917. Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from whoop- 
ing cough are 17 more, and from enteric fever 2 more, but those from measles and. 
scarlet fever each number the same, and those from diphtheria and from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood are each 2 fewer. The monthly death-rate from these 
causes was I*l per thousand, being the same as in the previous month, 0°1 below 
the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°7 below that for 
March 1917. This rate ranged from 3-9 in Hamilton, 2°7 in Greenock, and 2°4 in 
Ayr, to 0 in Perth, 0:1 in Leith, and 0:2 in Edinburgh. In addition to above one 
death from typhus fever was registered in Glasgow. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 269, being 14 more than in the previous 
month. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 210, being 24 more than in the previous 
month. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 404, of which 262 were 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 89 more than in the previous month, but 


27 fewer than in March 1917. The latter are 50 more than in the previous month, 
but 18 fewer than in March 1917. 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Wart, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


MARCH 1918. 

Mean barometric pressure, 30°021 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°220 in. 

Mean temperature, 41°-4; greater by 1°:0. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°°5; less by 1°°3. 

Rain, number of days, 15; less by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1:38; less by 1°31 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 3 days’ excess of winds from S.E. 

Hence the month was characterised by a very high mean pressure ; a slightly 
high mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range ; a low mean rainfall ; 
and an excess of south-easterly winds. 

Until nearly the end of the month the weather was mainly of an anticyclonic 
type, but on 27th a low pressure system developed to the north of Ireland and con- 
ditions became everywhere unsettled. The mean for the month was 30°02] in., or 
0°220 in. above the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. 
from Ist to 9th, from 13th to 17th, and from 20th to 26th, the extremes there 
being 30°41 in. on 6th and 29°11 in. on 30th. 

Until 18th or 19th, with winds asa rule from east and south-east, temperature 
remained for the most part at a low to moderate level, though around 10th warmer 
winds from south-west were in evidence. On 20th a week’s spell of genial anti- 
cyclonic weather developed which brought the mean temperature for the month 
somewhat above the normal in practically all districts, whilst the last few days were 
marked by variable winds and rather cold conditions. Lowest readings occurred 
very generally from Ist to 3rd, and on night of lst-2nd Braemar recorded a reading 
of 4° in screen, with 1° below zero in the open. As regards the chief towns the 
mean for the month was 41°:4, or 1°:0 above the normal; the days were 0°'3 and 
the nights 1°°6 above their respective averages; and the extremes were 65° at 
Aberdeen and Perth on 22nd and 26° at Perth on 2nd. 

The month was everywhere a very dry one; wide areas had less than half, and 
considerable areas less than one-third, of the normal rainfall; and various stations 
aggregates of less than 1 in. There was some precipitation in the east from lst 
to 5th, in many districts from 9th to 11th, and towards the north-west on 19th and 
20th ; but everywhere many of the nominal “rain days” had only trifling amounts 
and in general the month’s moderate totals were largely accounted for during the 
last four or five days. At Edinburgh and at Leith the 30th was the only day with 
more than O°1 in. of rain. The mean for the chief towns was 1°38 in., or 49 per 
cent, below the normal. 

Asa result of the storm of February 28th snow lay on the ground in many 
districts for the first two or three days of the month and there were some further 
slight falls of snow at that time, on 8th, and on 28th or 29th. Wind was usually 
light in force, but equally around 8th and towards the end of the month. 

Sunshine aggregates were as a rule much below the normal, and at Aberdeen 
(72 hours) a cloudier March has ocourred only in 1909 (45 hours). There was a 
good deal of mist and fog. ; 

Aurora was observed - more or less widely on 2nd, 6th, 7th, 10th, and 12th. 

The weather of the month was very favourable for agricultural operations.

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REPORT. 


During the month of April 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popu- 
lations of over 30,000, the births of 4430 living children, of whom 2270 were males 
and 2160 females. The male children are 326 more than in the previous month, and 
100 more than in April 1917. The female children are 312 more than. in the 
previous month, but 51 fewer than in April 1917. The total children are 638 
more than in the previous month, 691 more than the mean of the numbers for 
the three preceding months, and 49 more than in April 1917. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 22°4 per thousand, being 3°8 above that for the previous 
month, 3°5 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0:2 
above that for April 1917. This is the highest monthly birth-rate recorded for 
these towns since October 1916, when the rate was 22:9. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 35°4 in Motherwell, 31:9 in Hamilton, and 30-7 in Clydebank, 
to 14:1 in Perth, 16:4 in Falkirk, and 17-3 in Edinburgh. In Coatbridge it was 30°3 ; 
in Greenock, 28:0; in Glasgow, 24°5; in Paisley, 22:2; in Dundee, 18°9; in 
Ayr, 18°8; in Kirkcaldy, 18°5; in Kilmarnock, 18:4; in Leith, 18:3; and in 
Aberdeen, 17°5. 

Of the 4430 children whose births were registered, 4081, or 92:1 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 349, or 7°9 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 41 more than in the previous month, 45 more than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 9 more than in April 1917. The 
illegitimate rate is 0°2 below that for the previous month, and 0:2 below the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, but is 0'1 above that for April 1917. In 
the individual towns this rate ranged from 12°2 in Aberdeen, 12:0 in Edinburgh, 
and 9°8 in Perth, to 0°8 in Clydebank, 3°5 in Kilmarnock, and 3°8 in Greenock. 
In Ayr it was 9°3; in Dundee, 9:2; in Falkirk, 8°3 ; in Glasgow, 7:9; in Hamilton, 
7:7; in Kirkcaldy, 6°6; in Leith, 5°6 ; in Paisley, 4:9; in Coatbridge, 4°5; and in 
fothorwell, 4}. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1823. They are 269 more than 
in the previous month, 118 more than the mean of the numbers for the three pre- 
ceding months, and 249 more than in April 1917. The equivalent marriage- 
rate is 9:2 per thousand, being 1:6 above that for the previous month, 0°6 above 
the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 1:2 above that for 
- April 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 11'8 in Edinburgh, 10°5 

in Ayr, and 10°3 in Glasgow, to 4:1 in Coatbridge, 4°9 in Motherwell, and 5°8 in 
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Falkirk. In Kilmarnock it was 9°1; in Greenock, 8°4; in Aberdeen, VIGOR 
Paisley, 7°1; in Dundee and in Kirkcaldy, 7:0; in Perth, 6-9; in Hamilton, 6°8 ; 
in Leith, 6°6 ; and in Clydebank, 6:0. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2947, of which 1549 were of males, 
and 1398 of females. These deaths include those of 285 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 214 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 71, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 9876. This number is 8 more 
than in the previous month, but is 46 less than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 677 less than in April LO.ae 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, was 14°5 per thousand, being 0°5 above 
that for the previous month, but 0°2 below the mean of the rates for-the three pre- 
ceding months, and 3°5 below that for April 1917. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 19-0 in Greenock, 18°7 in Hamilton, and 17°4 in Aberdeen, 
to 8:2 in Falkirk, 10°1 in Clydebank, and 11'5 in Ayr. In Dundee it was 16°9; 
in Motherwell, 15:4; in Glasgow, 14°7; in Kirkealdy, 14:2; in Leith, 13:3; in 
Edinburgh, 13:1; in Kilmarnock, 12:9; in Coatbridge, 12°8; in Paisley, 12°4 ; 
and in Perth, 12:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 455. They are 54 more 
than in the previous month, and 20 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, but 170 fewer than in April 1917. They are equal to 
an infantile mortality rate of 118 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate 
is 17 more than in the previous month, and 6 more than the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, but is 22 below that for April 1917. In the individual 
towns this rate ranged from 196 in Dundee, 154 in Motherwell, and 148 in 
Kirkcaldy, to 71 in Coatbridge, 74 in Clydebank, and 83 in Falkirk. In Aberdeen 
it was 147; in Hamilton, 145; in Perth, 128; in Leith, 127; in Greenock, 119; 
in Glasgow, 116; in Paisley, 101; in Ayr, 98; in Kilmarnock, 94; and in Edin- 
burgh, 86. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 275, and included 4 
from enteric fever, 111 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 86 from whooping-cough, 
28 from diphtheria, and 38 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 50 more than in the previous month, and 41 more than the mean 
of the numbers for the three preceding months, but are 276 fewer than in April 
1917, Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from measles 
are 48 more, from the diarrhceas of childhood 8 more, from scarlet fever 4 more, 
and from diphtheria 1 more, but those from enteric fever are 1 fewer, and those from 
_ whooping-cough 10 fewer. The monthly death-rate from these causes was 1°4 per 

thousand, being 0°35 above that for the previous month, and 0:2 above the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, but 1'4 below that for April 1917. 
This rate ranged from 4°9 in Hamilton, where measles was prevalent, 2°6 in 
Motherwell, and 1°8 in Greenock, to 0°3 in Paisley and in Kilmarnock, and 0:4 in 
Edinburgh. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 237, being 32 fewer than in the previous 
month. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 225, being 15 more than in the previous 
month, 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 369, of which 235 were 
ascribed to phthisis, The former are 35 fewer than in the previous month, and 
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54 fewer than in April 1917. The latter are 27 fewer than in the previous month, 
and 39 fewer than in April 1917. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Watt, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society.

Hence the month was characterised by a high mean pressure ; a rather low mean 
temperature, with a mean daily range almost equal to the normal ; an abnormally 
low mean rainfall ; and a large excess of north-easterly and easterly winds. 

After the first few days conditions over Scotland were mainly of a settled 
anticyclonic type. The mean for the month was 30°031 in., or 0°141 in. above the 
normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. on Oth, 8th, llth, from 
13th to 19th, and from 23rd to 30th, the extremes there being 30°43 in. on morning 
of 28th, and 29°28 in. on morning of Ist. In March also pressure had been much 
above the normal, and a higher mean value for March and April combined has 
seldom been recorded in Scotland. 

With winds mainly from north, north-east, and east, much cold weather was 
experienced, but during the fourth week of the month there was a considerable rise 
in temperature, especially in western and southern districts. On 25th Fort William 
reached 72° in the shade. Lowest temperatures occurred as a rule between 12th 
and 16th, though here and there a few days later,—as low as 23° at Braemar on 12th 
and 22° at West Linton on 15th. As regards the chief towns the mean for the 
month was 43°:2, or 1°-4 below the normal (as compared with 41°:0, or 3°°6 below, 
in April 1917—the coldest April on record for Scotland); the days were 1°°5 and 
the nights 1°-2 below their respective averages; and the extremes were 68° at 
Paisley on 27th and 25° at Perth on 15th. 

Following a very dry March, precipitation was very deficient in nearly all 
districts ; considerable areas had only one-third or less of the normal rainfall; and 
various stations aggregates of only about half-an-inch or even less. Practically the 
only rains of importance occurred on Ist and 2nd, from dth to 8th, and on 19th and 
20th ; nearly everywhere the month’s totals were largely accounted for on two or 
three days ; and in most districts no rain fell after 20th. In the east’ the month 
was the driest April since 1912; at Glasgow and Greenock the driest since 1873. 
Such conditions were in notable contrast to those of the east and south-east of 
England, where the month was very wet. At Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) the total 
rainfall for March and April was only 1°13 in., the smallest aggregate since 1853, and 
during the two months there were ae three days with more than 0-1 in. of rain. 
The mean for the chief towns was 0°73 in., or 64 per cent. below the normal. 

Snow and sleet occurred, except in western districts, towards the end of the 
third week. A fairly heavy fall on night of 19th-20th quickly disappeared. 

There was a good deal of gloomy weather, with some fog and mist, but the last 
week or so of the month was very sunny. In the west aggregates were considerably 
above the normal, and at Glasgow Observatory the month (168 hours) was the 
sunniest April since 1893 (180 hours). 

Aurora was observed more or less widely on 8rd, 5th, 6th, 11th, and 25th.

During the month of May 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4451 living children, of whom 2229 were males, and 
2222 females. The male children are 41 fewer than in April, but 31 more than in 
May 1917. The female children are 62 more than in April, and 42 more than in 
May 1917. The total children are 21 more than in April, 551 more than the mean of 
the numbers for the three preceding months, and 73 more than in May 1917. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 21°83 per thousand, being 0:6 below that for April, 
but 1‘8 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°3 above 
that for May 1917. With the exception of that for April, this birth-rate is the 
highest recorded for these towns in any month since April 1917, when the rate was 
22:2. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 31°2 in Hamilton, 27°5 in 
Coatbridge, and 26°7 in Motherwell, to 13-0 in Perth, 16:5 in Edinburgh, and 17:4 in 
Aberdeen. In Leith it was 24:4; in Glasgow, 24:0; in Kilmarnock, 23°5; in 
Clydebank, 23°4; in Greenock, 23:0; in Paisley, 21°7; in Kirkcaldy, 20°8; in 
Falkirk, 19°1; in Ayr, 18:9; and in Dundee, 17-7. 

Of the 4451 children whose births were registered, 4064, or 91:3 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 387, or 8°7 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 38 more than in April, 75 more than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 34 more than in May 1917. The illegitimate rate is 0°8 
above that for April, 0°7 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, 
and 0°6 above that for May 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from | 
13°7 in Edinburgh, 11°9 in Aberdeen, and 11°0 in Dundee, to 0 in Motherwell, 1-0 
in Clydebank, and 3°6 in Ayr. In Falkirk it was 10:3; in Glasgow, 8:9; in 
Kirkcaldy, 8°5 ; in Kilmarnock, 8°0; in Perth, 7-7; in Hamilton, 6:7 ; in Leith, 5°8 ; 
in Paisley, 5°5; in Greenock, 4°5; and in Coatbridge, 3°8. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 995. They are 828 fewer than 
in April, 601 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding months, but 
41 more thanin May 1917. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 4:9 per thousand, 
being 4°3 below that for April, and 3:2 below the mean of the rates for the three 
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preceding months, but 0:2 above that for May 1917. In the individual towns this — 
rate ranged from 6°3 in Edinburgh, 6°2 in Aberdeen, and 5'5 in Glasgow, to 2-0 in 
Motherwell, 2°1 in Coatbridge, and 2°4 in Paisley and in Clydebank. In Kirkcaldy 
it was 4'4; in Ayr, 4:1; in Dundee and in Perth, 3°7; in Leith and in Falkirk, 
3°3; in Kilmarnock, 3°1; in Hamilton, 3°0; and in Greenock, 2°7. 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 3212, of which 1647 were of males, 
and 1565 of females. These deaths include those of 325 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 226 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 99, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 3113. This number is 237 more 
than in April, and 3838 more than the mean for the three preceding months, but is 
229 less than in May 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 15:2 per thousand, being 0°7 above 
that for April, and 1:0 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, 
but 1:2 below that for May 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
199 in Hamilton, 17°6 in Glasgow, and 14°7 in Perth, to 10°7 in Motherwell, 10:8 
in Ayr, and 11:0 in Kilmarnock. In Dundee it was 14°5; in Paisley, 14°2; in 
Greenock, 14:0; in Leith and in Coatbridge, 13°5 ; in Aberdeen, 13°1 ; in Kirkcaldy, 
12°6; in Falkirk, 12°5 ; in Clydebank, 12°4 ; and in Edinburgh, 12:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 463. They are 8 more 
than in April, and 45 more than the mean of the numbers for the three preceding 
months, but 116 fewer than in May 1917. They are equal to an infantile mortality 
rate of 116 per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in 
these towns during the preceding twelve months. This rate is 2 below that for 
April, 6 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 12 below 
that for May 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 160 in Falkirk, 
146 in Perth, and 144 in Clydebank, to 54 in Kirkcaldy, 94 in Motherwell, and 97 
in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 139; in Paisley, 129; in Leith, 127; in 
Hamilton, 125; in Kilmarnock, 123; in Ayr, 120; in Glasgow, 117 ; in Aberdeen, 
111; in Coatbridge, 108; and in Greenock, 101. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 338, and included 7 
from enteric fever, 140 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 125 from whooping-cough, 
28 from diphtheria, and 30 from the diarrheas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 63 more than in April, and 101 more than the mean of the numbers 
for the three preceding months, but 285 fewer than in May 1917. Compared 
with the numbers for April, deaths from whooping-cough are 39 more, from measles 29 
more, and from enteric fever 3 more, but those from scarlet fever and from diphtheria 
number the same, and those from the diarrhceas of childhood are 8 fewer. The 
monthly death-rate from these causes was 1°7 per thousand, being 0°3 above that. 
for April, and 0°5 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, 
but 1:4 below that for May 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 4°5 in Hamilton, 2°8 in Motherwell, and 2:2 in Glasgow, to 0-1 in Greenock, 
0°5 in Edinburgh, and 0°7 in Clydebank, in Falkirk, and in Ayr. In addition to 
these deaths, 4 deaths from typhus fever were registered in Glasgow. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 364, being 127 more than in April. Deaths 
from bronchitis numbered 186, being 39 fewer than in April. _ 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 383, of which 239 were 
ascribed to phthisis. The former are 14 more than in April, but 43 fewer than in 
May 1917. The latter are 4 more than in April, but 25 fewer than in May 1917. 


Meteorological Notes. 35 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Warr, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society.

Hence the month was characterised by a rather high mean pressure ; a decidedly 
high mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range ; a slightly high mean 
rainfall ; and an excess of winds from between south-east and south-west. 

For the fourth month in succession pressure was above the normal, the mean 
value being 30°026 in., or 0°078 in. above. At Leith, at sea-level, readings were 
above 30 in. from Ist to 4th, 18th to 22nd, and 25th to 31st, the extremes there 
being 30°46 in. on 31st, and 29°47 in. on 13th. After the middle of the month 
anticyclonic conditions were only temporarily interrupted, and during the last few 
days pressure distribution over our islands was of a very stable type. 

On night of 30th April-lst May low readings were general,—at Balmoral 25° in 
screen and 21° in the open,—and during the first two weeks temperature was in 
general rather low to moderate. Thereafter very warm days until 22nd were followed, 
after a thunderstorm, by slightly cooler conditions with a return of high temperatures 
during the last three or four days of the month. On 23rd maximum readings were 
in many districts much below these of 22nd, a reading of 80° at Dumfries on 22nd 
being followed by a maximum of only 60° next day. As regards the chief towns, the 
mean was 02°°6, or 2°°9 above the normal; the days were 2°°4 and the nights 3°°5: 
above their respective averages; and the extremes were 80° at Paisley on 22nd 
and 30° at Perth on Ist. Judged by its mean temperature the month was the warmest 
May since 1911. 

Fine conditions which had been general since 20th April became broken by 3rd 
or 4th May, and between 4th and 6th there were some fairly heavy rains with a three 
days’ aggregate at Dundee of more than 2 in. Between 10th and 17th the weather 
was again broken, and from 21st to 25th an unsettled thunder-type prevailed with 
considerable falls on 22nd,--more than 1 in. at Colmonell (South Ayrshire) and at 
Rothesay. The last few days of the month were nearly everywhere rainless. Relatively 
to the normal aggregates varied considerably. Thus in most eastern districts there 
was a considerable excess,—about 70 per cent. at Dundee and Edinburgh,—whilst at 
Aberdeen and in north, north-west and south there was adeficiency. The mean for 
the chief towns was 2°86 in., or 20 per cent. above the normal. 

There was a little snow, sleet or hail at some points on Ist. 

Thunderstorms occurred in north on 4th; in Orkney on 5th ; here and there on 
llth; fairly widely on 17th and 21st; very widely on 22nd; and sporadically on 
23rd, 24th or 25th. On 22nd a general and severe thunderstorm in the evening was 
preceded around the Firth of Forth and in some other districts by an afternoon storm 
of considerable intensity with heavy falls of pee hail in some districts of Fife. An 
observer at Methil described the hailstones as # in. in diameter. 

There was a good deal of gloomy weather, with some fog or mist, and in spite 
of some very fine days during the last week and around 18th, sunshine aggregates 
were mostly below the normal. 

A fine aurora was observed at Rothesay on 16th.

Dans the month of June 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 3970 living children, of whom 2020 were males, and 
1950 females. The male children are 209 fewer than in the previous month, and 
203 fewer than in June 1917. The female children are 272 fewer than in the 
previous month, and 50 fewer than in June 1917. The total children are 481 fewer 
than in the previous month, 254 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 253 fewer than in June 1917. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 20:1 per thousand, being 1:7 below that for the previous month, 
0°8 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 1°3 below 
that for June 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 29°2 in 
Hamilton, 28°8 in Greenock, and 28°6 in Coatbridge, to 10°7 in Perth, 15-7 in 
* Aberdeen, and 15°8 in Edinburgh. In Clydebank it was 27°7; in Motherwell, 27:3 ; 
in Falkirk, 22:°5.; in Glasgow, 21°1; in Paisley, 20°3; in Leith, 19°6; in Dundee, 
17°9; in Ayr, yoo in Kilmarnock, 16: 5; and in mrebaldy. 16-1. 

Of the 3970 aiildben whose births were registered, 3091, or 90°D per cent., 
were legitimate, and 379, or 9°D per cent., were illegitimate.

In the individual towns this rate ranged from 13°2 in Edinburgh, 12:4 in 
Perth, and 12°2 in Ayr, to 4:8 in Clydebank, 6-2 in Greenock, and 6°3 in Coatbridge. 
In Aberdeen it was 10°5 ; in Glasgow, 10°4; in Paisley 9:0; in Kilmarnock, 8°7 ;

It is equal to the lowest 
death-rate previously recorded in these monthly Returns, that for September 1I9Le 
In the individual towns this rate ranged from 13:1 in Aberdeen, 12°9 in Ayr, 
and 12:5 in Greenock, to 4°9 in Motherwell, 7°8 in Clydebank, and 8:2 in Falkirk. 
In Kilmarnock it was 12°0; in Glasgow, 11:3 ; in Paisley and in Coatbridge, 10°9 ;

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 310. They are 153 fewer 
than in the previous month, i30 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 120 fewer than that for June 1917. They are equal to 
an infantile mortality rate of 81 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate 
which is 35 below that for the previous month, 31 below the mean of the rates for 
the three preceding months, and 18 below that for June 1917. With the exception 
of the rate for July 1916, which was 72, this is the lowest infantile mortality 
rate recorded in these monthly Returns. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 158 in Perth, 150 in Aberdeen, and 130 in Kirkcaldy, to 20 in Falkirk, 30 in 
Coatbridge, and 32 in Clydebank. In Kilmarnock it was 127; in Glasgow, 
86; in Dundee, 84; in Ayr, 83; in Greenock, 73; in Edinburgh, 64; in’ 
Paisley, 63; in Leith, 62; in Hamilton, 36; and in Motherwell, 33. . 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 193, and included 3 
from enteric fever, 69 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 60 from whooping-cough, 
25 from diphtheria, and 31 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 145 fewer than in the previous month, 86 fewer than the mean of 
the numbers for the three preceding months, and 273 fewer than in June 1917. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from the diarrheas of 
childhood are 1 more, but those from scarlet fever and from diphtheria are each 3 
fewer, from enteric fever 4 fewer, from whooping-cough 65 fewer, and from measles 
71 fewer. The monthly death-rate from these causes was 1:0 per thousand, being 
0°7 below that for the previous month, 0°4 below the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and 1:4 below that for June 1917. In the individual 
towns the death-rate from these causes ranged from 1°5 in Hamilton, and 1:4 in 
Glasgow, to 0 in Coatbridge and in Clydebank. In addition to these deaths, 3 
deaths from typhus fever were registered in Glasgow. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 152, being 212 fewer than in the previous 
month. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 95, being 91 fewer than in the previous 
month.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns, 
by A. Wart, M.A., F.R.S.E., Secretary to the Scottish 
Meteorological Society. 


JUNE 1918. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°990 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°021 in.

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure ; a slightly 
low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; a low mean rainfall ; 
and a large excess of winds from a north-westerly quarter. 

Pressure distribution over our islands was at first of a very stable type, but this 
gave place to variable conditions, and on 13th a deep “low” was centred off the 
north of Scotland. Later, an Atlantic anticyclone was the controlling factor, with 
dry weather and light north-westerly winds. The-mean pressure was 29:990 in., or 
0-021 in. above the normal; at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. from 
Ist_to 8th, from 10th to 13th, and on 23rd, 25th, 26th, 29th and 30th; and the 
extremes at that place were 30°49 in. on Ist and 29°58 in. on 15th. 

The days were in general warm until 6th, with 80° at Gordon Castle on that 
date ; but thereafter temperature was almost continuously much below the normal 
until the last day or two of the month when there was a decided recovery, which 
was most marked in eastern districts—as high as 81° at Crathes on 30th. Both 
days and nights were unusually cold around 15th, and quite abnormally so for mid- 
summer on 25th when the thermometer at various places failed to reach 50° during the 
day, whilst at West Linton it fell by night to 27°, with a reading of 24° from a 
thermometer exposed in the open. As regards the chief towns, the mean was 54°:9, 
or 0°°5 below the normal; the days were 0°°3 and the nights 0°:7 below their 
respective averages ; and the extremes were 78° at Perth on Ist, and 39° at Perth 
on 4th and at Edinburgh on 25th. 

The last few days of May had been rainless nearly everywhere, and this was the 
case also during the first five days of June. Thereafter somewhat changeable conditions 
seldom resulted in rain of much importance, though moderate falls were fairly 
general on 6th, and again on 15th in association with a thunderstorm ; on 13th Fort 
William had as much as 1:21"in. The last week or ten days of the month were in 
many districts rainless or all but so. Towards the north-west aggregates were fully 
equal to the normal, but as a rule there was a serious shortage, and this was most 
marked in eastern districts from the Tay southwards, where many stations had less 
than $ in. for the whole month and most only about one fifth or less of the normal. At 
Perth no day, and at Edinburgh only one day, had as much as 0:1 in., and except 
for falls on one or two days which largely accounted for the month’s small totals 
conditions of drought were over large areas not effectively broken. The mean for 
the chief towns was 0°94 in., or 57 per cent. below the normal. 

On 13th a gale from west or west-south-west was fairly general; and on 14th 
Ben Nevis was covered with freshly fallen snow to a level of 2000 ft. A thunder- 
storm with heavy hail occurred somewhat widely on afternoon of 15th, and minor 
thunderstorms here and there on 5th or 6th, and around 20th. 

After the first week, which was extremely sunny, there were many cloudy days 
but a few very bright ones. Sunshine aggregates were for the most part rather 
above the normal. 

The general weather of the month was markedly unfavourable to agricultural 
interests.

The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 21:3 per thousand, being 1:2 more than in the 
previous month, 0:1 less than the mean for the three preceding months, and 0°9 
more than in July of last year. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
30°0 in Greenock, 27:3 in Clydebank, and 27:1 in Hamilton, to 14°9 in Ayr, 15:8 
in Kirkcaldy, and 16:0 in Perth.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES for Eight of the Principal Towns,

JULY 1918. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°830 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-070 in. 

Mean temperature, 57°°8 ; less by 0°:2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°°3; less by 0°°2 

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°38; greater by 1°41 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 2 days’ excess of winds from N., and a 2 days’ excess of 
winds from S.E. 

Hence the month was characterised by a rather low mean pressure; a mean 
temperature, and a mean daily range of temperature, all but equal to the normal; a 
high mean rainfall ; and an excess of northerly and south-easterly winds. 

After a stable type of pressure distribution during the first few days, there 
followed a three weeks’ spell of unsettled conditions with our islands lying between 
well-developed high pressure areas in the far north and over the Azores. The mean 
pressure for the month was below the normal for the first time since January 1918 ; 
at Leith at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. only from lst to 7th and from 28th 
to 31st; and the extremes at that place were 30°49 in. on 3rd and 29°41 in. on 23rd. 

There were some fairly warm days during the first week, whilst the second week was 
distinctly cold. On night of 9th-10th the thermometer in screen at West Linton fell 
to 28°, and only once during the last sixty years has a reading as low been recorded 
in Scotland during the month of July (27° at Lairg in 1884). Thereafter the day 
temperatures fluctuated considerably, being high on 17th and low around 21st, and 
decidedly high from 28th onwards except for a sharp fall on the eastern coast on 
the last day or two of the month. As regards the chief towns the mean was 57°'8, 
or 0°°2 below the normal; the days were .0°'3 and the nights 0°:1 below their 
respective averages ; and the extremes were 78° at Perth on 3rd and at Paisley on 
30th, and 35° at Perth on 10th. 

During the last few days of May and the whole of June there were large areas 
of Scotland over which conditions of drought had not been effectively broken, but 
about 6th or 7th July rain had become general, and during the succeeding three 
weeks there was in most districts some wet or extremely wet weather. The most 
noteworthy falls occurred in east and north-east on night of 17th-18th during a 
thunderstorm—as much as 1°75 in. at Perth ; and from 20th to 24th. The last few 
days of the month were practically rainless. In south, west, and north-west, 
ageregates showed a moderate excess and here and there a slight deficiency, whilst 
towards the north-east and north there was a notable area of excess, many places 
having at least twice the normal. In Orkney and at Ardross Castle, Braemar and 
Aberdeen the month was the wettest July for at least sixty years. The very wet area 
had sharply defined western and southern limits: thus Braemar had more than 
twice the rainfall of Dumfries, and Dundee nearly twice that of Stirling. At 
Aberdeen about half the month’s total was accounted for between 20th and 24th, 
and at Edinburgh about two-thirds by falls on 15th, 17th and 20th. The mean of 
the chief towns was 4°38 in., or 47 per cent. above the normal. 

Thunderstorms occurred more or less widely between 9th and 12th, and between 
23rd and 26th. The thunderstorm, already noted, experienced in eastern districts on 
night of 17th-18th was of exceptional intensity, and came up with an easterly wind; 
in some districts a minor storm occurred on afternoon of 18th. 

Some very sunny days alternated with cloudy periods, and sunshine aggregates 
were fully equal to the normal towards the south and rather below it towards the 
north. Much fog occurred in Orkney and Shetland between loth and 25th ; a little 
elsewhere around 21st; and some in the Firth of Forth at the end of the month.

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly high mean pressure ; a slightly 
high mean temperature, with a decidedly low mean daily range ; a rather low mean 
rainfall ; and an excess of south-westerly winds. 

Pressure distribution over Scotland seldom approached a stable type, and various 
depressions passed on an easterly track across the north of our area, the most 
important of these on 22nd and 3lst. The mean pressure for the month was slightly 
above the normal; at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. on Ist, from 
10th to 13th, on 21st, 23rd and 29th ; and the extremes at that place were 30: 20 j in. 
on 13th and 29°55 i in. omevening of 31st. 

Highest temperatures occurred as a rule on 10th or 11th (79° at Marchmont), 
though here and there on 20th and in some western districts early in the month; but 
except at these times the days were only moderately warm, and Scotland did not 
share in an unusual outburst of heat experienced in England during the third 
week. With rather cloudy skies and restricted terrestrial radiation night tempera- 
tures, on the other hand, were unusually high, and the mean daily range much 
below the normal. At the end of the month there was a sharp incursion of cold, 
with a reading at Crathes on night of 31st of 37° in screen and 380° in the open. 
As regards the chief towns the mean was 58°°5, or 1°-2 above the normal; the mean 
day temperature was equal to the average, and the mean of the nights 3°+4 above ; 
and the extremes were 77° at Dundee on 10th and 43°, also at Dundee, on 29th. 

A practically rainless type of weather had characterised the last few days of 
July, and this persisted until August 3rd. On 5th rather heavy rains occurred in 
south-west,—as much as 1°34 in. at Colmonell,—and from 11th onwards at some 
points in the west rain fell on every day, though frequently the amounts were small. 
Heavy falls were experienced towards north-west on 22nd,—1°60 in. at Stornoway ; 
rather widely on 25th, with 152 in. at Dumfries and as much as 2°32 in. at 
Ledlanet in Kinross-shire; and in north and north-east on 31st, with 1°65 in. at 
Wick. The falls of 31st brought the aggregates in northern districts considerably 
above the normal, and in the extreme north the month, following a July that had 
been the wettest on record, appears to have been the wettest August since 1889. 
Elsewhere there was as a rule a slight to moderate deficiency, though in Midlothian 
and Berwickshire amounts were little more than half the normal. In most districts 
aggregates were largely accounted for on some three or four days,—at Dumfries one- 
third of the total fell on 25th,—and generally speaking there were few falls of much 
importance except around the dates indicated. The period from 6th to 15th was in 
many districts one of trifling precipitation, whilst the last week was in general the 
most unsettled of the month. The mean of the chief towns was 2°95 in., or 18 per 
cent. below the normal. 

Wind force was at times high, aapccue around 14th and 22nd, with a nortlt 
westerly gale in Orkney on 22nd and 23rd. ; 

Thunderstorms occurred at one or two points on 4th or 5th; in various districts 
between 10th and 12th; at one or two points in east on 18th or 21st; and rather 
widely on afternoon of 25th. At many stations, however, none oceurred. Hail fell 
here and there on 3lst.

During the month of September 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 3726 living children, of whom 1906 were males, and 
1820 females. The male children are 105 fewer than in the previous month, but 
139 more than in September 1917. The female children are 70 fewer than in 
the previous month, but 130 more than in September 1917. The total children are 
175 fewer than in the previous month, and 348 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
for the three preceding months, but 269 more than in September of last year. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 18°8 per thousand, being 0°3 below that for the previous 
month, and 1:4 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, but 
1:3 above that for the corresponding month of last year. In the individual towns 
the birth-rate ranged from 33°4 in Motherwell, 27°5 in Greenock, and 24:0 in 
Hamilton, to 9°7 in Perth, 14:7 in Edinburgh, and 16‘1in Aberdeen. In Coatbridge © 
it was 22°9; in Clydebank, 21:4; in Ayr, 19°9; in Falkirk, 19°8 ; in Kilmarnock, 
19°7; in Glasgow, 19°6; in Leith. 18°4; in Paisley, 17°7; in Dundee, 16°8; and i 
in Kirkcaldy, 16:4, 

Of the 3726 children hee births were registered, 3389, or 91:0 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 337, or 9°0 per cent., were illegitimate. The iifeeitraas 
births are 45 fewer than in the previous month, 55 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and the same as in September 1917. The 
illegitimate rate is 0°8 less than that for the previous month, 0°6 less than the mean 
of the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°7 less than that for September 
1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 12-7 in Edinburgh, 10°7 in 
Coatbridge,and 10°3 in Glasgow, to 1-7 in Motherwell, 2°8 in Greenock, and 3:2 in 
Leith. In Kilmarnock it was 9°8; in Aberdeen, 9°6; in Dundee, 9°1; in Paisley, 
8:5; in Kirkcaldy, 7-4; in Clydebank, 7:1; in Falkirk, 6°9; in Ayr, 5°3; in 
Hamilton, 3°8; and in Perth, 3:6. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1965. They are 365 more than 
in the previous month, 38 less than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 396 more than in September 1917. The equivalent annua 
marriage-rate is 9°9 per thousand, being 2°1 above that for the preceding month, the 
game as the mean for the three preceding months, and 2:0 above that for 
September 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 13°3 in Edinburgh, 
11:9 in Ayr, and 11°6 in Kilmarnock, to 61 in Motherwell, 6°5 in Clydebank, and 
6°9 in Paisley. In Perth it was 11-0; in Aberdeen, 10:2; in Glasgow, 10:0; in 
Coatbridge, 9°5; in Kirkcaldy, 9°4; in Dundee, 8°6; in Leith, 7-9; in Hamilton, 
7-7; in Greenock, 7°5 ; and in Falkirk, 7-2. 
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Deaths registered in these towns numbered 2335, of which 1208 were of males, 
and 1127 of females. These deaths include those of 259 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 185 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 74, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 2261. This number is 155 more 
than in the previous month, 191 less than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 80 more than in September 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 11:4 per thousand, being 1°l 
above that for the previous month, 0:7 below the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, and 0°4 above that for September 1917. In the individual towns 
this rate ranged from 12:9 in Ayr, 12°6 in Glasgow, and 12°2 in Aberdeen, to 6°8 in 
Clydebank, 7°3 in Motherwell, and 7-5 in Paisley. In Leith it was 11°6; in Perth 
11:4; in Kirkcaldy, 11:2; in Edinburgh and in Dundee, 10-9 ; in Greenock, 10°8 ; 
in Coatbridge, 10°1 ; in Kilmarnock, 9:4; in Hamilton, 8°6 ; and in Falkirk, 8°5. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 357. They are 4 more 
than in the previous month, and 24 more than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, but 37 fewer than in September 1917. They are equal to an 
infantile mortality rate of 92 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate which 
is 3. above that for the previous month, and 7 above the mean for the three preceding 
months, but 3 below that for September 1917. In the individual towns this rate 
ranged from 146 in Ayr, 143 in Kirkcaldy, and 127 in Leith, to 21 in Motherwell, 
96 in Perth, and 57 in Falkirk. In Kilmarnock it was 123; in Dundee, 112; in 
Greenock, 101; in Glasgow, 97; in Aberdeen, 96; in Edinburgh, 77; in Paisley 
and in Hamilton, 70; in Coatbridge, 68; and in Clydebank, 61. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 200, and included 8 
from enteric fever, 11 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 32 from whooping-cough, 
39 frem diphtheria, and 102 from the diarrhoeas of childhood. These deaths 
are collectively 19 fewer than in the previous month, 5 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 12 fewer than in September of last 
year. Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from diphtheria 
are 16 more, from scarlet fever 3 more, and from measles 1 more, but those from 
enteric fever number the same, while those from whooping-cough are 12 less and 
from the diarrhoeas of childhood 27 less. The death-rate from these causes is 1-0 
per thousand, being 0-1 less than that for the previous month, the same as the mean 
for the three preceding months, and 0:1 less than in September 1917. In the 
individual towns this rate ranged from 1°9 in Leith to 0°1 in Paisley, In Glasgow 
it was 1°2; in Edinburgh, 0-6; in Dundee 0°7 ; and in Aberdeen, 0°9. | 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 262, being 89 more than in the previou 
month. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 111, being 27 more than in the previous 
month. ‘ 

Deaths from influenza numbered 22, while in 94 deaths classified as due to other 
conditions, influenza was a contributory cause. In the previous month those numbers 
were 31 and 68 respectively. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 235, of which 157 were 
attributed to phthisis. The former are 46 fewer than in the previous month, 
and 19 fewer than in September of last year. The latter are 21 fewer than in the 
previous month, and 12 fewer than in September of last year.

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REPORT. 


During the month of October 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 4341 living children, of whom 2178 were males, and 
2163 females. The male children are 272 more than in the previous month, and 
89 more than in October 1917. The female children are 343 more than in 
the previous month, and 253 more than in October 1917. The total children are 
615 more than in the previous month, 348 more than the mean of the numbers for 
the three preceding months, and 342 more than in October 1917. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 21°3 per thousand, being 2°5 more than that for the previous 
month, 1°6 more than the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, and 
1:7 more than that-for October 1917. In the individual towns the birth-rate ranged 
from 27°2 in Motherwell, 26:2 in Hamilton, and 25°9 in Coatbridge, to 16°8 in 
Dundee, 17:4 in Edinburgh, and 17°6 in Kirkcaldy. In Greenock it was 25°8; in 
Clydebank, 24°8; in Glasgow, 23:1; in Leith, 19°7; in Ayr, 19°3; in Aberdeen, 
19-2; in Paisley, 19:0; in Kilmarnock, 18°8; in Perth, 18°7; and in Falkirk, 18°5. 

Of the 4341 children whose births were registered, 3944, or 90°9 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 397, or 9°1 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 60 more than in the previous month, 19 more than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 52 more than in October 1917. The 
illegitimate rate is 0°l above that for the previous month, 0°3 below the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, and 0°5 above that for October 1917. 
In the individual towns this rate ranged from 16°5 in Edinburgh, 16:1 in Perth, 
and 14:3 in Falkirk, to 1:0 in Clydebank, 2°9 in Greenock, and 3:1 in Motherwell. 
In Dundee it was 13°8; in Aberdeen, 9°6; in Leith, 8°6; in Glasgow, 8°3; in 
Coatbridge, 8°2; in Ayr, 7:0; in Paisley, 6:9; in Kirkcaldy, 6:7; in Hamilton, 5:7; 
and in Kilmarnock, 5:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns numbered 1911. They are 54 fewer than 
in the previous month, 86 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, but 371 more than in October 1917. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate is 9°4 per thousand, being 0°5 below that for the previous month, 0:5 
below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, but 1:9 above that for 
October 1917, In the individual towns this rate ranged from 11°4 in Edinburgh, 
11°3 in Perth, and 10°6 in Aberdeen, to 3°6 in Motherwell, 3:7 in Coatbridge, and 
4°9 in Clydebank. In Glasgow it was 10:1; in Ayr, 8°8; in Dundee, 8°7; in 
Kirkcaldy, 8°5; in Falkirk, 7:9; in Leith, 7°6; in Greenock, 7:1; in Hamilton, 
6°5; in Paisley. 5°8; and in Kilmarnock, 5:3, 
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Deaths registered in these towns numbered 5916, of which 2825 were of males, 
and 3091 of females. These deaths include those of 527 persons ith usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 251_ 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one. or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 276, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 5640. This number is 3379 more 
than in the previous month, 3157 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 3204 more than in October 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 27°6 per thousand, being 16:2 
above that for the previous month, 15°3 above the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, and 15:7 above that for October 1917. It is the highest death- 
rate recorded in these Monthly Returns since March 1895, when the death-rate was 
39-5. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 38°6 in Coatbridge, 34°9 in 
Glasgow, and 32°6 in Clydebank, to 13'9 in Falkirk, 15°5 in Ayr, and 16°4 in Perth. 
In Kirkcaldy it was 31:4; in Kilmarnock, 28:5; in Greenock, 24:0; in Aberdeen, 
23:8; in Hamilton, 23-5; in Motherwell, 227; in Paisley, 22:0; in Edinburgh, 
18°3; in Leith, 17°6; and in Dundee, 16°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 556. They are 199 more 
than in the previous month, 207 more than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, and 137 more than in October 1917. They are equal to an 
infantile mortality rate of 188 per thousand of the average number of births 
registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate which is 
46 more than in the previous month, 49 more than the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding months, and 39 more than in October 1917. In the individual towns this 
rate ranged from 207 in Kilmarnock, 169 in Kirkcaldy, and 156 in Aberdeen, to 78 in 
Ayr, 81 in Paisley, and 88 in Hamilton. In Glasgow it was 155; in Coatbridge, 
152; in Clydebank, 146; in Leith, 130; in Edinburgh, 123; in Falkirk, 109; in 
Motherwell, 102; in Perth, 100; in Greenock, 97 ; and in Dundee, QF. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 198, and included 5 
from enteric fever, 8 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 63 from whooping-cough, 
48 from diphtheria, and 62 from the diarrhoas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 2 fewer than in the previous month, 10 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 30 fewer than that for October 1917, 
Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from whooping- 
cough are 31 more, from diphtheria 9 more, and from scarlet fever 4 more, but 
those from enteric fever and from measles are each 3 fewer, and those from the 
diarrhceas of childhood are 40 fewer. The death-rate from these causes was 1°0 
per thousand, being the same as that for the previous month, and the same as the mean 
of the rates for the three preceding months, but 0:1 below that for October 1917. 
In the individual towns this rate ranged from 1:7 in Leith, in Motherwell, and in 
Clydebank, to 0 in Perth and in Falkirk. In Glasgow this rate was 1:1; in Edin- 
burgh, 0°8; in Dundee, 0°6 ; and in Aberdeen, 1°1. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 2417, being 2155 more than in the previous 
Boni Deaths from bronchitis numbered 384, being 273 more than in the previous 
month. : 

Deaths from influenza numbered 257, while in 1744 other cases influenza 
was certified as a contributory cause. In the previous month those numbers 
were 22 and 94 respectively. The distribution of these deaths among the 
various towns will be found on pages 78 and 79. The 2001 cases in which influenza 
was specified as entirely or partially the cause of death are equal to an annual death- 
rate of 9°8 per thousand. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 17-2 in 
Coatbridge, 16:3 in Clydebank, and 14°7 in Kirkcaldy, to 20 in Falkirk, 3:4 in Ayr, 
and 3‘7 in Leith. In Glasgow it was 13°3; in Edinburgh, 4°8; in Dundee, 3:9; 
and in Aberdeen 8:3. 

Deaths from all. forms of tuberculosis numbered 349, of which 263 were 
attributed to phthisis. The former are 114 more than in the previous month, 


and 105 more than in October 1917. The latter are 106 more than in the previous 
month, and 86 more than in October 1917.

OCTOBER 1918.

Mean barometric pressure, 29°822 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-026 in. 

Mean temperature, 48°°0; greater by 0°°5. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°'1; less by 1°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 22; greater by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°40; greater by 1:10 in. 

Wind, direction of : a 7 days’ excess of winds from S. and S.W. 

Hence the month was characterised by a slightly low mean pressure; a 
slightly high mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range; a rather 
high mean rainfall ; and a large excess of southerly and south-westerly winds. 

Pressure conditions were of an unstable type during the first half of the month, 
and especially from 6th to 10th, and again during the last two or three days. On 
6th a very deep depression passed north-eastwards over the western coasts of our 
Islands. From 20th for a few days conditions over the greater part of our area were 
definitely anticyclonic. The mean pressure for the month was slightly below the 
normal; at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 30 in. on Ist, 13th, from 18th to 
21st, and on 23rd, 24th and 29th; and the extremes at that place were 30°44 in. on 
evening of 20th and 29°10 in. on morning of 7th, 

The temperature record of the month was comparatively uneventful. Highest 
readings occurred very generally on 9th or 10th, but here and there on 3rd (63° at 
Gordon Castle) ; and lowest readings as a rule on 13th (22° at Balmoral and Braemar). 
The very small daily range at many places on 20th—hardly 1° at Wick and Aberdeen— 
was noteworthy ; as were high night temperatures on 29th and 30th with a southerly 
air current. The mean temperature everywhere differed little from the normal, and 
at various stations practically agreed with it. As regards the chief towns the mean 
was 48°:0 or 0°'5 above the normal; the days were 0°:3 below and the nights 1°°3 
above their respective averages ; and the extremes were 62° at Perth on 9th, and 30°, 
also at Perth, on 12th and 24th. 

The first ten days of the month were in nearly all except some northern districts 
almost continuously wet, with some heavy falls towards south on 8rd (1°63 in. at 
Leadhills), in west on 4th (1°20 in. at Gruline, Mull), and in west and north-west 
on 9th (as much as 2°89 in. at Fort William). Thereafter until near the end of the 
month rain of importance occurred only from 13th to 15th in north-west, somewhat 
widely between 17th and 19th, and on 24th towards north-west. At Fort-William 
fully three-quarters of the month’s aggregate of 11°33 in. was accounted for by 10th. 
Towards north-east and north aggregates were below the normal, and towards the 
south-east there was a trifling shortage. In west and south amounts were decidedly 
above the normal, by as much as 70 per cent. in Renfrewshire, 60 per cent. at Fort 
William, and at least 50 per cent. very widely. The mean of the chief towns was 
4°40 in., or 33 per cent. above the normal. 

Very stormy weather prevailed from 5th to 7th, and again on 10th. On the 
morning of 7th the anemometers at both Edinburgh and Aberdeen registered in a 
gust the high velocity of 76 miles per hour. 

Thunderstorms, with hail at times, occurred somewhat widely on 7th, and here 
and there on 6th and 8th. 

Sunshine amounts were decidedly below the normal. At Aberdeen no sun- 
shine was registered from 17th to 22nd, and at Marchmont (Berwickshire) the 
ageregate of 55 hours was the smallest for October since 1889. 

An aurora was somewhat widely observed on night of 8th.

Hence the month was characterised by an abnormally low mean pressure ; an 
abnormally low mean temperature; with a slightly low mean daily range; an 


abnormally high mean rainfall ; and a slight excess of north-westerly winds. 


Pressure distribution over our Islands was throughout of an extremely unstable 
type, more especially around 7th, 16th and 21st. The mean of 29°561 in. was the 
lowest recorded during the last sixty years, and has been approached only in 1866 
and in 1869. At Leith, at sea-level, readings reached 30 in. only on Oth and 15th, 
and the extremes there were 30°08 in. on morning of 5th, and 28°90 in. on evening 
of 22nd. 

Temperature conditions were equally abnormal, and in general the month was 
decidedly the coldest September experienced during the last sixty years, though here 
and there September 1863 was all but as cold. Moderately high readings were 
general on 6th and 7th (70° at Kelso), but almost throughout temperature remained 
at a low level both by day and night, and around the middle of the month the days 
were exceptionally cold with easterly winds. Ground frost occurred at times in 
many districts, and on night of 14th-L5th the thermometer in screen at Braemar fell 
to 23°. As regards the chief towns the mean was 49°°6, or 4°'2 below the normal ; 
the days were 4°°4 and the nights 3°°9 below their respective averages ; and the 
extremes were 68° at Perth on 6th, and 31° at Perth on 5th and at Dundee on 15th. 

Rather heavy rains occurred in north-east on Ist, and from 7th to 11th or 12th 
wet or very wet weather was general, with as much as 1°75 in. at Gruline (Mull) 
on 7th, and more than 1 in. at Greenock on 9th and at Banff on 10th. After a 
temporary recovery a severe rainstorm from the east set in on the afternoon of 15th, 
with more than 2 in. at Eskdalemuir and Wolfelee by morning of 16th, 1°‘84 in. at 
Dumfries, and more than 1 in. over wide areas. This rainstorm persisted for almost 
three days with an aggregate at Eskdalemuir of 3°60 in., and of 2°73 in. at Glasgow, of 
which about half fellon 16th. Towards the north amounts were lessheavy. By 21st 
moderate to heavy rains were again general, and wet weather continued until almost 
the close of the month with 1 in. at Langholm on 21st, 2°61 in. at Kinlochquoich on 
22nd, and about 1 in. at Killin on 27th. In all districts aggregates were greatly in 
excess, —more than twice the normal at. Edinburgh and Glasgow, and over consider- 
able areas in south and east. In some of the wetter areas amounts were less than 
those of September 1908, but at Marchmont in Berwickshire the month was the 
wettest September since 1891, at Cally (Gatehouse) the wettest since 1885, and at 
Glasgow the wettest since 1872. The mean of the chief towns was 5:03 in., or 91 
per cent. above the normal. 

Winds were frequently strong and squally, especially around 10th, 21st and 25th. 

Thunderstorms occurred at various points during the first week, and somewhat 
widely from 7th to 10th and on 17th. Hail towards the end of the month, and here 
and there on earlier days. 

Sunshine amounts were above the normal, mainly as the resuit of a few very 
sunny days. 

Aurora observed at Aberdeen on 3rd and 4th ; somewhat widely on 28th ; and in 
Orkney on 9th and 29th. 

_ Weather conditions were unfavourable for harvesting operations.

During the month of November 1918 there were registered in the Sixteen Principal — 
Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1911 Census had popula- 
tions of over 30,000, the births of 3785 living children, of whom 1879 were males and 
1906 females. The male children are 299 fewer than in the previous month, but 
12 more than in November 1917.. The female children are 257 fewer than in 
the previous month, but 186 more than in November 1917. The total children are 
556 fewer than in the previous month, and 204 fewer than the mean of the numbers 
for the three preceding months, but are 198 more than in November 1917. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 19°1 per thousand, being 2°2 below that for the 
previous month, and 0°6 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, 
but 0°9 above that for November 1917. In the individual towns the birth-rate ranged 
from 27°1 in Greenock, 25:9 in Coatbridge, and 25°2 in Hamilton, to 14:1 in Perth, 
~ 14:2 in Dundee, and 15:9 in Edinburgh. In Clydebank it was 23:9; in Falkirk, 22°5; 
in Kilmarnock, 22:0; in Leith, 20°8; in Motherwell, 20°6; in Glasgow, 20:0; in 
Paisley, 18°7; in Ayr, 18°2; in Aberdeen, 16°5; and in Kirkcaldy, 16:4. 

Of the 3785 children whose births were registered, 3437, or 90°8 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 348, or 9°2 per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate 
births are 49 fewer than in the previous month, and 24 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, but are 20 more than in November 1917. 
The illegitimate rate is 0'1 above that for the previous month, 0°1 below the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, and 01 above that for November 1917. 
In the individual towns this rate ranged from 14°9 in Edinburgh, 14°6 in Perth, 
and 13:4 in Aberdeen, to 2°2 in Paisley, 3°7 in Kirkcaldy, and 4°9 in Leith. In 
Dundee it was 12:2; in Glasgow, 9°0; in Ayr, 7:7; in Motherwell, 7:0; in Coat- 
bridge and in Clydebank, 6°3; in Hamilton and in Falkirk, 6:1; in Kilmarnock, 
5°9; and in Greenock, 5:6. 

Mayrioues registered in these towns numbered 1470. They are 441 fewer than 
in the previous month, and 355 fewer than the mean of the numbers for the three 
preceding months, but are 186 more than in November 1917. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate is 7°4 per thousand, being 2:0 below that for the previous month, and 
1:6 below the mean of the rates for the three preceding months, but 0:9 above that 
for November 1917. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 11°3 in 
Aberdeen, 10°3 in Perth, and 9-7 in Edinburgh, to 2°7 in Kirkcaldy, 3:5 in Clydebank, 
and 4°4.in Motherwell. In Glasgow it was 7:4; in Falkirk, 7-2; in Dundee and in 
Paisley, 6°3; in Greenock,’ 6:1 ; in Hamilton, 5: 8; in Leith and in Ayr, 5°6; in 
Kilmarnock, 5:2; and in Coatbridge, 4:6, 

Deaths registered in these towns numbered 5073, of which 2487 were of males,

and 2586 of females. These deaths include those of 515 persons with usual 
residence outwith the town of registration, but they do not include those of 352 
persons who, though dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or 
other of these towns, and the difference, 163, falls to be deducted to get the corrected 
number for the month, which is thus found to be 4910. This number is 730 less 
than in the previous month, but 1574 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 9520 more than in November 1917. 

The death-rate for the month, corrected, is 24°8 per thousand, being 2°8 
below that for the previous month, but 84 above the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and 12°7 above that for November 1917. In the individual 
towns the death-rate ranged from 37:2 in Falkirk, 37:0 in Kirkcaldy, and 36°9 in 
Perth, to 14:2 in Motherwell, 15:4 in Hamilton, and 16:3 in Clydebank. In Edinburgh 
it was 36°4; in Dundee, 35°9; in Leith, 34:2 ; in Greenock, 21:2; in Coatbridge 
and in Kilmarnock, 21:0; in Glasgow, 20°9; in Ayr, 19°5; in Aberdeen, 19°1; and 
in Paisley, 17°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 540. They are 16 fewer 
than in the previous month, but 118 more than the mean of the numbers for the 
three preceding months, and 120 more than in November 1917. They are equal 
to an infantile mortality rate of 138 per thousand of the average number of 
births registered monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, a rate 
which is the same as that for the previous month, but is 32 more than the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding months, and 35 more than that for November RCE: 
In the individual towns this rate ranged from 23] in Perth, 200 in Falkirk, and 161 in 
Kirkcaldy, to 34 in Kilmarnock, 76 in Motherwell, and 91 in Hamilton. In 
Edinburgh it was 159; in Clydebank, 158; in Leith, 156; in Glasgow, 145; in 
Ayr, 140; in Aberdeen, 136; in Greenock, 116; in Dundee, 110; in Coatbridge, 
98; and in Paisley, 97. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 157, and included 3 
from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 52 from whooping-cough, 
51 from diphtheria, and 34 from the diarrhceas of childhood. These deaths 
collectively are 41 fewer than in the previous month, 49 fewer than the mean of the 
numbers for the three preceding months, and 14 fewer than in November 1917. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous month, deaths from diphtheria 
are 3 more, and from scarlet fever 1 more, but those from enteric fever are 2 
fewer, from measles 4 fewer, from whooping-cough 11 fewer, and from the diarrhceas 
of childhood 28 fewer. The death-rate from these causes was 0°8 per thousand, 
being 0°2 below that for the previous month, 0:2 below the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding months, and 0:1 below that for November 1917. In the individual 
towns this rate ranged from 2-7 in Falkirk, 1:7 in Ayr, and 1°4 in Perth, to 0 in 
Kirkcaldy and in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow this rate was 0°7; in Edinburgh, 12; 
in Dundee, 0°4; and in Aberdeen, 0°8. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1794, being 623 fewer than in the previous 
month, but 1557 more than in November 1917. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 
“ert! 47 more than in the previous month, and 237 more than in November 

Deaths in which influenza was the sole cause of death specified numbered 221, 
while in 1381 other cases influenza was certified as a contributory cause. In the 
previous month those numbers were 257 and 1744 respectively. The 1602 cases 
in which influenza was specified as entirely or partially the cause of death are equal 
to an annual death-rate of 8:1 per thousand, which is 1°7 below that for the previous 
month. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 16°7 in Dundee, 166 in 
Edinburgh, and 16°4 in Falkirk, to 2-8 in Hamilton, 2°9 in Motherwell, and 3°5 in 
Clydebank. In Perth it was 15:5; in Kirkcaldy, 14°5; in Leith, 13:2; in Ayr, 
7:0; in Kilmarnock, 6°8; in Coatbridge, 6°3; in Aberdeen 5:0; in Glasgow, 4°8 ;

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 370, of which 287 were 
attributed to phthisis. The former are 21 more than in the previous month, 


and 117 more than in November 1917. The latter are 24 more than in the previous 
month, and 124 more than in November 1917.

NOVEMBER 1918.

Hence the month was characterised by a rather high mean pressure; a 
rather low mean temperature, with a mean daily range differing little from the 
normal ; a mean rainfall all but equal to the normal; and a considerable excess of 
winds from south and south-west. 

Cyclonic conditions during the first ten days, with some violent fluctuations of 
pressure, were followed by a quiet anticyclonic period until about 21st, when con- 
ditions became favourable for moderate winds between south and west. The mean 
pressure for the month was somewhat above the normal; at Leith, at sea-level, 
readings were above 30 in. on 6th, from Ilth to 21st, and on 30th; and the 
extremes at that place were 30°51 in. on 12th and 28°58 in. early on Sth. 

The month opened with some fairly warm days, with highest readings very 
generally on 2nd, and temperature remained moderately high until 10th, when a 
cold spell set in lasting about a fortnight. From 17th to 19th the days were in 
most districts very cold, and on 17th the thermometer at some places barely reached 
32°; at Dumfries the temperature for the week ending 23rd was 8° below the 
normal; and on the night of 19th—20th Eskdalemuir Observatory recorded 14° in 
screen, and Balmoral and Briemar 15°. After this cold spell there was a decided 
recovery of temperature, and late on 30th an exceptionally mild southerly current of 
alr was in evidence. As regards the chief towns the mean was 40°°5 or 1°°8 below 
the normal ; the days were 1°-7 and the nights 2°-0 below their respective averages ; 
and the extremes were 58° at Leith and Perth on 2nd and 24° at Dundee on 23rd. 

From lst to 10th there were some heavy rainfalls in western, central and 
southern districts, especially on 4th (2°10 in. at Leadhills), on 7th (3:22 in. at 
Gruline in Mull), and on 9th (2°46 in. at Glen Etive); from. 11th to 21st rainless 
or all but rainless weather was general; and during the last week or so of the 
month there were moderate falls on two or three days in most districts, but as 
much as 1 in. at Ford on Loch Awe on 27th. At Fort William more than three- 
quarters of the month’s rainfall was accounted for by 10th. In Eastern districts 
Edinburgh had only 4 days with amounts exceeding 0:1 in., and more than half the 
month’s rainfall there was accounted for by falls on Ist and 4th, whilst at Aberdeen 
nearly the entire month’s rainfall was accounted for during the first week. In 
most western districts aggregates were above the normal,—at Poltalloch by 70 per 
cent., but at Glasgow by only 10 per cent.,—whilst in north and east there was a 
fairly well-marked deficiency. The mean of the chief towns was 3:25 in., or 3 per 
cent. below the normal. 

Very stormy weather was general on 2nd; early on 5th, when a rapid fall of the 
barometer was followed by an unusually rapid rise; and from 7th to 10th. On 
night of 7th—8th at Gordon Castle, in. Morayshire, more than 5000 trees were blown 
down, and in Bute and elsewhere much damage was done. 

On 5th, thunder occurred here and there in west and lightning rather widely. 

From 11th onwards much fog occurred,—very dense at times in.the Firths of 
Forth and Clyde. Apparently the atmosphere was clearer around our northern 
coasts than elsewhere. | 

Sunshine aggregates were rather above the normal, and specially good in the 
Moray Firth area. 

Aurora was observed at various points on 5th, 10th, 11th, and very widely on 
night of 29th—30th. |

Hence the month was characterised by a decidedly low mean pressure ; a high mean 
temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; a somewhat low mean rainfall ; 
and an excess of southerly and south-westerly winds. ce 

Cyclonic conditions prevailed, and during the latter half of the month frequent 
depressions crossed or skirted our area. The mean pressure of the month was 
decidedly below the normal; at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. only 
on 14th and 15th ; and the highest reading at that place was only 30: 09 in, on 
evening of 14th, the lowest being 29:00 in. on evening of 18th. 

A mild southerly current of air had sprung up late on November 30th, and the 
first week of December was unusually mild in all parts of our Islands with a mean 
temperature at various places as much as 10° above the normal. The second week 
also was decidedly, though less notably, mild, and on both 12th and 13th the 
thermometer at Leadhills rose to 60°, a level seldom reached in Scotland in December. 
Thereafter rather wintry conditions were in evidence at times; from 19th to 23rd 
the days were exceptionally cold ; and on nights of 21st and 25th temperature at 
Balmoral fell to 17°. As regards the chief towns the mean was 41°], or 2°:2 above 
the normal ; the days were 1°:8 and the nights 2°°6 above their respective averages ; 
and the extremes were 58° at Leith on 13th, and 20° at Perth on 20th. 

Precipitation was above the normal in south-west and extreme north, but else- 
where most districts experienced a well-defined shortage. There was a noteworthy 
absence of very heavy falls, though amounts exceeding 1 in. were recorded at 
Ardtornish (Morvern) on 5th, 12th, and 17th, at Colmonell on 19th, and at Glasgow 
and Rothesay on 22nd, when the most general fall of the month, largely accounted 
for by snow and sleet, occurred. In the east there were numerous days with little 
or no precipitation, and at Dundee, for example, there were only six days with falls 
of 0:1 in. or more. Conditions were most continuously unsettled at the beginning 
of the month, from 11th to 16th, and during the last few days. At Rothesay there 
were no “rainless” days and at various points in west and north-west only one or 
two. The mean for the chief towns was 3°26 in., or 15 per cent. below the normal. 

The weather was stormy around 23rd and 26th, and there were falls of snow 
and sleet, with hail at times, on 17th, and on various days from 22nd onwards. At 
Balmoral there was snow on the ground from 18th onwards, to a ae of 9 am 
on 25th. 

Thunderstorms occurred in Aryshire on 16th, and at Oban on 18th; and 
lightning here and there. on various days. 

Fog was comparatively rare but occurred around the 11th and 21st. 

Sunshine aggregrates differed little from the normal. 

Aurora was observed on 8th, 20th, very widely on 25th; at Aberdeen on as 
many as seven days.
